What tho Lender of That City Hns
to Sny About It.

RAILWAY JOTTINGS.

An effort Is being made by the five
leading railway brotherhoods to unlto
their organizations into a single body.
It Is explained and so Intended that the
general union Is not for strikes and
boycotts, but to secure compulsory ar-
bitration. and the enactment of laws
tending to better the conditio of em-
ployes. The plan most favored for
union Is for each branch of the rail-
road service to maintain Beparato or-

ganizations, but to send delegates to
a Eeneral conference of all railroad
labor unions. This congress should
only assume to deal with questions that
Interest all workers, such as the se
curing of arbitration laws and laws 1

punishing blacklisting, etc., and should
have no power to order strikes or boy-
cotts.

It Is noticeable lately that several
railroads having large shops are adding
to their establishments a foundry for
making malleable Iron castings. Mal-
leable, Iron Is coming so much Into use
for ra'llroad rolling stock purposes that
It seems natural for railroad managers
to conclude that they ought to make
the castings themselves, Just as they
make their other castings.
